The contractual agreement with Chemical Waste Management's Chicago incinerator 
was signed on January 23, 1989 on receipt . However, after several attempts to 
schedule removal of the accumulated waste , I was first informed that the incin­
erator was down for repairs for several weeks, then that they would attempt to 
find a way to remove the waste on time , then finally that we are on the list 
for removal as soon as the incinerator can accept it . This activity has un­
fortunately caused my delay in requesting yet another 30 day extension . 

The delay in the disposal of this solid hazardous waste is the. result a l so of 
land disposal prohibition of the California Listed materials containing HOC's 
in excess of 1000 ppm . Every effort has been made to dispose of this waste in 
the proper manner. Under the circumstances, however , another 30 day extension 
is hereby requested . 

There are now five - 55 gallon size metal drums that exceed the 90 day accumulation 
period . These drums are closed securely , stored within the plant, isolated from 
other stored materials, barricaded with identifying s i gns posted and with diking 
surrounding the storage area.
